DANVILLE, Ill., July 27.—With the city 


practically under martial law and 200 
militiamen guarding the streets, 
1eigns here today, and there is no indica- 


tion that there will be a revival of the 
riotous scenes that prevailed Saturday 
night. 

Companies A, I, B and H of the Seventh 
Illinois Infantry were rushed to this city 
yesterday morning from Springfield, where 
they were attending the state encamp- 
ment. 

They proceeded to the jail, where Wil- 
son, the negro charged with assaulting 
Mrs. Burgess of Alvan, is confined. The 
troops surrounded the prison. Their guns 
wore loaded with powder and ball and 
they were under instructions to shoot at 
the first effort to attack them. 

The mob dispersed about 2 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, but many of its members 
were still on the street when the soldiers 
arrived. 

Throughout the day farmers residing in 
the neighborhood in which the assault 
was committed came to the city in the 
hope of assisting in lynching Wilson. 


Troops Help to 
Crash Mob Spirit. 


They helped to spread the sentiment 
against the troops until it became so strong 
the commissary department had great dif- 
ficulty in getting food for the men. 

The mob spirit appears to be dying out 
slowly, though the situation is still very 
tense. 

The feeling against negroes is very strong 
and it would not be wise to call the militia 
away today. 

The mob is overawed by the soldiers, and 
they not only protect the negroes from fur- 
ther violence, but also have a tremendous 
weight in crushing the mob spirit.

ESCAPING CONVICTS 
KIDNAP THE WARDEN

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Twenty Men Break Out of the Sacramento Penitentiary, Tak- 


ing With Them Four Officials, Including the 
Captain of the Guard. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 27.—Bighteen 
or twenty prisoners escaped from Folsom 
prison between 7 and 8 o'clock this morning, 
taking with them Warden Wilkinson, his 
grandson, Harry Wilkinson, Captain of the 
Guard Murphy and two other officers. 

Guard Cotton was mortally stabbed by 
one of the prisoners. Nearly all the sher- 
iff’'s force and county constabulary are 
searching for the prisoners, who secured 
a number of rifies’ from the prison armory 
before they left the prison. 


Folsom penitentiary is a prison without 
walls. It is situatedgin a rocky: amphi- 
theater close to the American river, about 
twenty miles from Sacramento. The pris- 
oners are lockcd up at night in the cell 
house, put during the day they labor in the 
stone quarries under the supervision of 
arnted guards.

tive Agent Will Be Witness in Be- 
half of Senator Frank Farris, Ao 
cused of Alum Bill Bribery. 


DEFENSE WILL URGE THAT 
MALICE ACTUATED LEE 


“Business Is Business, and I Control 
the Situation,” a Phrase Which the 
Volunteer Witness Is Fond of Quot- 
ing From Husband’s Letter Files. 


Mrs. Blanche Kelley, wife of D. J. Kel- 
ley, legislative agent of the Baking Powder 
trust, left at 9 o'clock Monday morning for 
Jefferson City, where she will present the 
letters written to her husband by former 
J.ieutonant-Governor John A. Lee at the 
trial of Senator Frank H. Farris of Craw- 
ford County, ‘who is charged with bribery 
in connection with the alum baking pow- 
der scandal. 

According to Lee's story. Farris was paid 
$1000 to suppress in committec at the 1901 
session of the legislature the bill to repeal 
the anti-alum law. 

He also swore that Senator Buell Math- 
ews of &. Louis County and Charles A. 
Sintth of St. Loule received like amounts, 
and that he, Lee, was the custodian of the 
baking powder boodle fund of $3500. 

The exclusive publication in the Post-Dis- 
ratch of the Lee-Kelley correspondence has 
aroused widespread interest in the case 
throughout the state. 

The defense will attempt to show that 
Lee was actuated by malice in declaring 
that he bribed the senators mentioned with 
money which he alleges he received from 
Kellcy, and further that he acted with the 
purpose of levying blackmall against those * 
whom such charges might effect. 


How to Stop 


Lee’s Testimony. 

Soon after Lee told his story and warned 
Kelley to leave the United States, Mry, 
Kelley ved in New York a communi- 
cation John Sargent. stating that 
Lee would not be a witness if he were paid 
a sufficient sum. 

On the outside of this letter, which was 
typewritten, the word ‘Personal’ was 
scrawled in pencil. The envelope was pust- 
marked St. Louis. 

Mrs. Kelley will identify 
which, it will be charged, Lee 
wrote. 

Mrs. Kelley is the editor of the American 

Queen, a New York weekly magazine of 
fashion and fiction. 
y She is an unusually bright and versatile 
young woman, handsome and stylish, and 
has an intimate knowledge of her hus- 
band's financial and legislative affairs. 

Kelley intrusted to his wife all the let- 
ters which Lee sent to him during the last 
two and one-half years, and she kept them 
filed in chronological order. 

She enjoys as much as does her husband 
the humor of the bombastic declarations 
of Lee concerning his personal and politi- 
cal ambitions. 

During a conversation at the dinner table 
a few days ago at the Queen's Regent Ho- 
tel, Niagaru-on-the-Lake, Ont., where Kel-

Mr. and Mrs. Kelley have been present 
at nearly all the social functions given at 
the Queen's Reyal during their stay there. 

Mrs. Kelley manifests the deepest inter- 
est in the publication of the Lee lettere, 
and in the comments which followed them. 
Her utterances concerning the former 
Heutenant. governor are more severe than 
those of her husband. While Kelley says 
only that he despises Lee, his wife 
she utterly hates him and considers 
the basest of ingrates.

A New England pastor has brought a charge of profanity 
against women golfers. 

The charge is denied by golfers, male and female. One of the 
masculine gender writes to a Boston paper saving he doesn’t be- 
lieve the preacher “deliberately told a wrong story.

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MORGAN, SCHWAB AND CULTURE. 

In a lecture, part of which was published in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch, Prof. George Herbert Locke, of Chicago Uni- 
versity, criticises the common schéols, especially the high 
schools, for pursuing obsolete and subjects. The 
schools, he says, do not reflect social conditions and are a 
generation behind the time. 

Prof. Locke's censures are in the tune of the time. General 
culture is decried and emphasis placed upon “practical sub- 
jects” which will help boys and girls to make a living.

Men who have all their faculties trained 
seem to have no place in the regard of these critics. 

Well, the world has an object lesson before it.

But the event doee not 
justify his own view. He is, today, at 41 years of ago, a 
broken man, “on the shelf.” He failed, beeause, while a skilled 
technical specialist, he lacked the insight into general con- 
ditions possible only to a man of wide culture.

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WHAT THE RAILROAD SIGNALS MEAN 


The Sign Language That Controls the Movements of Trains.

A rare signal is the one that announces 
that the train has parted, leaving a car 
or two behind. This is made by first giving 
up and. down, and then a circular move- 
ment; up and down, then a circle; up and 
down, then a circle. 

The speed of these signals denotes their 
urgency Slow and gentle, the engineer 
obeys them slowly and gently. Fierce, em- 
phatic, swift as lightning, the engineer 
obeys them just as fast as he possibly 
can. 

An old western railroader talked yester- 
day about the signals that were used on the 
M., K. & P. road 20 years ago. 

“They were not altogether like the Penn- 
sy's,”” he said. ‘Some of them, in fact, 
were radically different. Whether they still 
maintain on the M., K. & P., of course, I 
don’t know. 

“The night signals with the lantern on 
the M., K. & P. were: ‘Stop’'—ewing the 
lantern across the track. ‘Back’—move the 
lantern in a straight line up and down. 
‘Go ahead’—circle the lantern around your 
head at arm’s length vertically. 

“The M., K. & P. day signals were pretty 
much the same as we have here in the 
Fast, only ‘stop’ was made by moving the 
hands in vertical semi-circles from the ears 
down to the hips and back again.. 

““These, as I say,’ the old man ended. 
‘were the signals out West 20 years ago. 
Maybe, by this time, the Pennsy’s signals 
are used out there. I don’t know anything 
about that.’’ 


AILROAD men have a sign language 
R as perfect as the sign language of 
deaf mutes. They have no trouple, 
with this language, in communicating rvith 
one another a quarter or even a half-mile 
away. During the day they make their 
signs with their hands and arms, At night 
they use lighted lanterns. 

The signals that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road uses are the ones most prevalent in 
America. These signals are simple and 
large—two great advantages—for, being 
simple, they are easily understood and 16- 
membered: and, being large—requiring big 
sweeping gestures—they can be read a long 
way off. 

There follows a list of the Pennsylvania 
signals. These it is well for the public to 
know. for emergencies often arise whiere 
it necessary to caution or to stop a 
train. and why not, in such an emergency, 
do the cautioning or the stopping in the 
proper manner?

FE CONVIGTED OF 
BRIBERY SENTENC” 


Hartmann Says His Case Should Nev- 
er Have Gone to Jury—Others 
Are Silent. 


Judge Ryan Monday morning pronounced 
sentence on five former members of tle 
House of Delegates convicted of bribery in 
connection with the Suburban railway and 
city lighting deals. 

Emil Hartmann, convicted of bribery tu 
connection with the city lighting deal, was 
sentenced to serve six years in the peni- 
tentlary. When asked by the court if he 
had anything to say as to why sentence 
should not be passed upon him he replied 
that his case should never have been al- 
lowed to go to the jury. He added that he 
considered it useless to protest against the 
manner in which his case was tned. 

Jerry J. Hannigan, the second to be 
sentenced, must serve five years for bribery 
in connection with the lighting deal. He 
had nothing to say about his sentence. 

T. Ed Albright, convicted of bribery in 
connection with the, Suburban deal, and 
whose punishment was assessed at five 
years’ imprisonment in the penitentiary; 
John (Kid) Sheridan, convicted of bribery 
in connection with the Suburban deal, also 
given five years, and Louis Decker, con- 
victed of bribery in connection with the 
Suburban deal, given four years, wers 
sentenced as their names were called, 
neither of them making any statement. 

All five of the sentenced men filed appeal 
bonds in the sum of $10,000 each and an- 
nounced through their attorneys that they 
would be ready to file bills of exception 
preparatory to appealing their cases either 
the latter part of the present week or the 
early part of next wee

WN SINKING LAUNCI 


The Rosalie Went to the Bottom, but 
All the Passengers Es- 
caped, 


MEN ROWED WOMEN TO SHORE 


Fortune Favored Them to Such an Ex- 
tent That Even Lunch Baskets 
Were Saved From Water. 


Although shipwrecked on the Mississippi 
river at Hop Hollow, five miles above Al- 
ton, an excursion party of St. Louisans 
and Altonlans managed to save them- 
selves ind their lunch Sunday morning. 

The party was on board Capt. W. D. 
Fluent’s pretty electric launch as the 
guests of Miss Elizabeth Heywood of Al- 
ton, who had chartered it for the day. 
It had been planned to cruise up and down 
the river until dusk. 

In the party were William and James 
Baker, James Skidmore and Mrs. Thomas 
Morgan of 8t. Louls; Miss Heywood and 
her mother, Mrs. EF. B. Heywood. 


The St. Loulsans went up to Alton on an 
early morning train and the party em- 
barked at 9 o'clock with enough provisions 
for a cruise of several days, should they 
be marooned. 


The Rosalie sped rapidly up the river 
and the cruise was uneventful until she 
struck a hidden pile, a relic of some v- 
ernment improvement of years ago, at lop 
Hollow. 

All the members of the party save Mrs. 
Heywood and Mrs. Morgafi were on the 
upper deck. The two matrons were seated 
in the miniature cabin. 

Three umes the boat surged against the 
hidden obstruction, which finally forced its 
wHy through the keel, ripping a gap in the 
bottom of the craft. 

William and James Baker rushed into 
the cabin and rescued Mrs. Heywood and 
Mrs. Morgan.

Capt. Fluent allayed the fears of the ex- 
cursionists by assuring them that the boat 


would not sink uktil everybody could be 
taken off. 

The tiny skiff of the launch, capable of 
carrying four, was swung into the water.

By the time he returned for the second 
load the launch had careened on her side, 
the water had filled her cabin, and the re- 
rmairing members of the party had taken 
refuge on the prow, where the lunch 
baskets haJd been hastily gathered. 

When all had been rescued, the lunci 
and tne furnishings of the launch were 
taken off.
